The  undersigned,  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  City  of  Nashua, 
in  conformity  with  tlie  requirements  of  the  Ordinances  of  said  City, 
have  examined  the  foregoing  account  of  E.  P.  Emerson,  City  Treas- 
urer, and  have  also  compared  accounts  with  the  vouchers  in  the 
hands  of  the  City  Auditor,  and  find  the  same  correct,  and  sustained 
by  proper  vouchers  neatly  filed.  We  find  that  there  has  been  re- 
ceived into  the  Treasury,  during  the  year  ending  February  1,  1858, 
including  the  balance  of  cash  on  hand  February  26,  1857,  the  sum 
of  sixty-three  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy-four  dollars  and 
sixty-  sixcents,  ($63,574.66.) 

There  has  been  paid  from  the  treasury  during  the  same  time,  the 
sum  of  fifty-nine  thousand  and  sevent)'  dollars  and  eighty  nine  cents, 
($59,070.89,)  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  this  day,  of  for- 
ty-five hundred  three  dollars  and  seventy-seven  cents,  (4,503.77,) 
for  which  sum  he  has  filed  a  note  of  the  Collector,  being  for  taxes 
uncollected  of  1857.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City 
of  Nashua : 

In  obedience  to  my  duty  as  Chief  Engineer,  as  provided  in  the 
ordinance  in  relation  to  the  Fire  Department,  I  hereby  report  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  Fire  Department  at  this  time  consists  of  three  engine  com- 
panies with  hose  carriages  and  apparatus  in  the  best  condition  ;  one 
engine  and  apparatus  not  in  service,  and  relief  engine,  always 
ready  to  take  place  of  any  engine  which  may  be  out  of  service  un- 
der repairs.  Also,  one  hook  and  ladder  and  hose  company,  with 
hook  and  ladder  carriage,  two  hose  carriages  and  hose,  and  all  the 
apparatus  in  the  best  condition  for  service  ;  two  hydrant  companies, 
with  two  hose  carriages  each,  and  all  the  apparatus  in  the  best  con- 
dition. 

There  have  been  during  the  past  year,  ten  fires  and  three  false 
alarms.  The  amount  of  property  destroyed  has  been  about  $20,. 
000,  most  of  which  was  covered  by  insurance.
